Military talks seen 


early next week 


Defence Minister Ezer Weizman is 
expected to return to early 
next week to continue the military 
talks suspended there over 10 days 


ago. 

No final date for the talks has been 

set, but it is understood that at this 
stage the Government of Israel has 
every intention of allowing the 
military committee process to con- 
tinue. 
. The cabinet will meet on Sunday 
and formally announce — barring 
unforeseen circumstances — the 
military delegation will return to 
Cairo eerly next week. The exact 
make-up of Weizman’s delegation is 
still not known but may not include 
Deputy Defence Minister Mordechai 
Zpori or Chief of Staff Mordechai 
Gur. 


Weizman is expected to: go to the 
U.S. within the next two weeks to 
finalize Israel's arms request for the 
coming year, and to lay the ground 
rules for the “Matmon C" arms 
purchasing programme — totalling 
over $12b. spread over a five-year 
period. 


He will leave between the next two 
sessions of the military committee in 
Cairo. If a session of the Cairo com- 
mittee is held while the minister is 
away. it will be chaired for Israel by 
Deputy Defence Minister Zipori. 


Several] basic changes have been 
made in the arms request 
submitted to the U.S. by then- 
defence minister Shimon Peres. It is 
understood that Israe] will now be 
asking for an additional 25 F-15 air- 
superiority fighters — ἃ request 
which was originally put forward by 
former Air Force chief Binyamin 
Peled and held in abeyance until aid 
restrictions were clarified.

Sadat: Serious 
negotiations

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said yesterday that 
“serious negotiations’’ are going 
on behind the scenes between 
Cairo, Washington and 
Jerusalem to renew the stalled 
Egyptian-Israeli peace talks. 
Sadat said he was exchanging 
messages with U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter over the formula- 
tion of a ‘declaration of prin- 
ciples" governing an overall 
Middle East peace settlement. 

In Amman, the Jordan state 
radio correspondent reported 
from Cairo last night that Sadat 
is insisting that Israel's total 
withdrawal to the pre-1967 
borders be acknowledged in the 
declaration of principles. Sadat 
is also demanding, the cor- 
respondent said, that the 
declaration stipulate ‘‘the full 
political rights"’ of the Palesti- 
nian Arabs, as enunciated in 
Carter's pledge to have them 
“participate in determining 
their future.” 

Sadat, interviewed by ers 
after he attended a Police Day 
ceremony, said in answer to a ques- 
tion. “Yes, I can say serious 
negotiations and, I mean. an ex- 
change of views." 

The Egyptian leader said he did 
not know when formal talks might 
resume but said "I am in constant 
contact with President Carter." 


Sadat said he had sent messages to 
the American president through U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, who 
visited here last week, and U.S. Am- 
bassador to Egypt Hermann ἘΠῚ 5. 
After a police parade that included 
an anti-terrorism exercise, Sadat 
met with Eilts and said the envoy 
had brought Carter's answer to his 
messages. “Let us wait some time 
and then let us reveal what was in 
these messages,’' Sadat told 


reporters. 

As an indication that the paralysis 
in the peace process was ending, 
Sadat said U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State Alfred Atherton would 
arrive from Israel] "1 ἃ few days’ to 
meet with Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Ibrahim 
Kamel.

Begin sees Sadat’s advisers

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said in a televised 
interview on Tuesdey night that he 
believes President Anwar 
Sadat pulled out of the Jerusalem 
talks because Sadat’s Foreign 
Ministry feared lengthy talka there 
would ‘constitute recognition of 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital, 

The Prime Minister also said he 
expected his government to resume 
military talks with Egypt in Cairo 
next week — on the assumption that 
the Egyptian press ceases what he 
eget as its campaign of vilifica- 

tion against the Jewish people and 
Israel. Speaking on Public Televi- 
sion, Begin said that pressure on 
Sadat wes “the only logical ex- 
planation” he could think of for the 
recall of the Egyptian delegation last 
week, 


Be said Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry officials must have told 
Sadat that the Egyptian delegation 
should not stay for several days or 
weeks in Jerusalem because of the

TEL AVIV (Itim). — The Isreel 
Defence Forces is one of the most 
modern and sophisticated armies in 
the world, Chief of Steff Mordechai 
Gur said yesterday, and this poses 
special problems for an army which 
is made up largely of part-time 
reservists. 

Speaking δὲ the opening of an ex- 
hibition of the IDF’s training 
methods at the exhibition grounds 
here yesterday. Rav-Aluf Gur noted 
that, in the past, it was sufficient 
that the reservist was motivated and 
proficient in the basic fighting skills. 
Today, he continued. this is no longer 
enough in view of the great compiex- 
ity of modern warfare. 

“The IDF today is obliged to 


assure that ita reservists, in the 
limited period they serve each year, 
are provided with the necessary 
training," he said. 

Rav-Aluf Gur also spoke of the im- 
portance of education in the prepara- 
tion of an effective modern soldier — 
both at school, before he entered the 
army, and in the course of hia 
military service. He noted that the 
armed forces would be able to induct 
some 5,000 additional men and 
women each year if these could be 
brought up to the requisite standard 
of education. 

Yesterday’s opening ceremony 
was attended by high-' IDF 
Officers and scientists working for 
the army. 


Hussein rejected Israeli proposal 
for joint West Bank rule — Rabin 


HAIFA (Itim). — King Hussein once 
rejected an Israeli proposal for joint 
Jordan-Israel rule over Judea and 
Samaria for a transitiona? period, 
former Premier Yitzhak Rabin 
yesterday told an audience of Haifa 
University students. 


Rabin said the offer, which was 


made by the government which he 
headed, provided for a joint civil ad- 
ministration by Jordan and local 
Arab leaders, while Israel would re- 
main responsible for security of the 
region. The proposal also stipulated 
Israel's right to establish 
settlements in these areas, with 


prior agreement of the Jordanians. 
According to the plan, Rabin said, 
the “transitional period" was to be 
five to 10 years, after which time the 
parties concerned were to sit down 
together and decide what to do next. 
But the Jordanians rejected this plan 
and it went into the filing cabinet, 
“together with many other proposals 
submitted by Israel over the years." 
Concerning the current stalled 
peace talks, Rabin said that despite 
the pessimism of the past week he 
beHeved there existed a solid basis 
for concluding a peace agreement 
with Egypt — “by the end of this 
year or by the beginning of 1979." 


Humphrey wrote to Begin 
2 days before he died

WASHINGTON. — Senator Hubert 
Humphrey sent a letter two days 
before his death to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, urging that Israe! 
eventually admit Egyptian 
sovereignty over the Sinai 
settlements but linking this with the 
Arabs giving up their demand for an 
independent Palestinian Arab state. 

Humphrey, a long-time friend of 


‘Israel, reportedly wrote the letter at 


President Jimmy Carter's urging, 
after he feared the Egypt-Israel 
might collapse over the Sinai 
settlements issue. (Israel has 
already offered to recognize Egyp- 
tan sovereignty over all of Sinai.) 

In the January 11 letter, released 
on Monday by Humphrey's office, 
the senator said: “My friend, we can-

The senator recalled having met 
Begin in Washington on December 
18, saying that he had been “deeply 
impressed"" with the Israeli 
Premier, ‘‘I belleve you arethe 8 right 
man, in the right place. at the right 
time.

Judge scores police 
for claiming 
Ramat Hasharon 
chief took bribes

TEL AVIV. — The police yesterday 
claimed in court that Ramat 
Hasharon Local: Council head 
Pessah Belkin had received bribes. 
Judge Aharon Cohen pounced on the 
police for dragging Belkin's name 
into a discussion about the arrest of a 
Ramat Hasharon contractor, Nagiv 
Havtan, when they had not oven: in- 


“vestigated him. 


Havtan, a contractor and one of 
the owners of the Villa Rama con- 
tracting firm, was arrested two days 


ago. 
Rav-Pakad Yehuda Ben-Yehuda, 


* who is heading the investigation into 


Ramat Hasharon council affairs, 
said that Belkin's brother Moshe was 
one of the partners in Villa Rama, 
even though he did not understand 
technical or building matters. 

Presenting the suspicions of 
bribery against Havtan, Ben- 
Yehuda said that the money invested 
‘in Villa Rama belonged to Moshe 
and Pessah Belkin. The money was 
invested without-a signed agree- 
ment, and without any receipts being 
given, he said.. 

Ben-Yehuda then‘ asserted that 
Moshe Belkin’s shares in Villa Rama 
belonged his brother, Pessah. He 
stated that the shares were given as 
a bribe, and that Villa Rama enjoyed 
preferential treatment from the 
council head. 

Judge Cohen said that there was 
‘no justification for mentioning 
Pessah Belkin’s name in court. He 
had been neither investigated nor 
arrested. As for the dramatic claim 
that Belkin had received bribes, 
Judge Cohen said that there was no 
evidence for this — but simply an 
assumption on the part of the police. 
He added that even if there were 
suspicions against Belkin, these 
should not be aired in court as long 
2s he had not been investigated. 

Judge Cohen also said that there 
was no evidence that indicated 
bribery, directly or indirectly, on the’ 
part of Havtan or his company. Hav- 
tan was released on IL10,000 bail. 

Havtan is the second suspect 
the police have arrested while in- 
vestigating Ramat Hasharon. Last 
week, Shaul Sapir, another partner 
in Villa Rama, was arrested on 
suspicion of breach of trust and 
released on bail. 

The police investigation of the 
council's affairs began several 
weeks ago, following a comptroller’s 
report criticizing the council for the 
manner in which it hed issued 
tenders and for violations of the 
building code.

TEL AVIV. — Histeadrut Kupat 
Holim chairman Prof. Haim Doron 
yesterday flatly rejected a proposal 
to substitute Israel's fragmented 
health services with a national 
health system. 

Doron told the press yesterday 
that the plan submitted last week to 
the Ministry of Health would be tan- 
tamount to “an elegant, selective 
nationalization of some of the coun- 
try's voluntary health inatitutions."” 

Doron’s statements constituted the 
Histadrut's first official reaction to 
the proposals drawn up by a seven- 
man committee headed by Prof. 
Ezra Sohar. The Histadrut's objec- 
tion to a national health system was 
not unexpected, as the loss of Kupat 
Holim's key position in pro’ 
health services would severely 
reduce the labour federation's 
political clout. 

Doron said: “It is unfair to claim, 
as has the Sohar committee, that 
health services currently provided 
through the various sick funds are 
not of the best, are expensive and in- 
efficient. Is everything really so 
bad? Have we no achievements? Of 
course there are weaknesses in the 
present system. For example, 70 per 
cent of immigrant doctors are 
employed by the sick funds and there 
are problems of language, 


background, age, etc. But will these 


be solved by nationalization?” 

He claimed that the envisaged 
national health system would in- 
crease rather than reduce the cost of 
health services. He also argued that 
the projected national health 


authority, under whose auspices all 
health services would be provided, 
would not be truly independent, as 
some of its personnel would be ap- 
pointed by the Health Ministry, 
which holds the purse-strings. 
Doron claimed that Kupat Holim 
has already implemented the 
merger of preventive and curative 
medicine in such areas as Beersheba 
and Hilat., He contended that rather 
than solving the problem of 
““fragmented’’ services by 
nationalization, it would be better to 
close down services provided by the 
government and turn them over to 
the Histadrut-owned Kupat Holim. 
Doron charged that the real inef- 
fictency Hes in government hospitals 
and said that Kupat Holim mistruats 
the bills these hospitals present it for 
treatment given to ita members. 
. Doron rejected the Sohar com- 
mittee's proposal that first aid 
should be available at hospital 
emergency wards. ‘'This would 
create here the same situation that 
exists in America, where doctors 
refuse to make house calls," he 


argued. 

Doron criticized the committee for 
proposing to nationalize only the sick 
funda, while leaving organizations 
like Hadassah and hombitals like 
Shaare Zedek outside the govern- 
ment framework. 


Doron said he nevertheless © 


favours ‘health ingurance for all — 
but through the sick funds. Each sick 
fund should be open to all, and 
greater cooperation between the 
various funds could be arranged. But 
the body offering health insurance 
must be public and not national."

No fallout at 


OTTAWA. — Ground crews failed to 
find any evidence of radioactivity in 
the only major population centre of 
northern jada where a nuclear. 
powered Soviet spy satellite dis- 
integrated, a Defence Department 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Air samples obtained by American 
U-2 and KC-135 detector craft high 
above the spot, near Great Slave 
Leke in the Northwest Territories 
where the runaway Cosmos satellite 
dropped from radar surveillance on 
Tuesday were being analysed, 
spokesman Doug Caie said. 

But he said ἃ 22-man nuclear acci- 
dent team equipped with Geiger 
counters made five sweeps in and 
around Yellowknife. the largest 
community in the remote Northwest 
Territories, and reported no traces 
of radiation. 

The Cosmos was thought to have 
dropped from orbit and ais- 
integrated near the lake, where 
Yellowknife is located. 

The first Canadian craft involved 
in the probe — 8 Hercules equipped 
with a U.S.-loaned radiation detec- 
tion pod — started searching a 
40,000-square-km. zone for ground- 
level remnants of the Soviet satellite 
early yesterday. 

Ancther Canadian Defence 
Department spokesman said the 
satellite burned for three minutes 
after it entered the atmosphere, 
providing an alarming spectacle as 
it swept across northern Canada ear- 
ly Tuesday. 

Asked by reportera why such a 
major search operation had been 
launched when space experts and 
government officials said the danger

of nuclear contamination was 
remote, the spokesman declared: “I 
think it is a prudent thing to do. I 
don’t think I could stand the 
criticism if someoné made a haif- 
hearted effort."

If something is 
found, it will be pretty un- 
recognizable."" 

Defence Department sources said 
the Kremlin might be sent a bill for 
the cost of the search. 

The Canadian government yester- 
day complained to the Soviet em- 


bassy in Ottawa about lack of ad- 
vance warning on the crippled Soviet 
nuclear-powered satellite. In a ver- 
bal message to Soviet Ambassador 
Alexander Yakovlev, the Canadian 
External Affairs Department cited 4 
possible hazard to life and property 
from the satellite. 

The Canadian government came 
under fire in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday when opposition leader 
Joe Clark suggested that Canada 
had been kept in the dark by the U.S. 
over the satellite's final course. The 
Canadian message to the Soviet 
Union asked for a description of the 
construction of the satellite to help in 
the joint U.S.-Canadian search for 
debris. 

In Bonn, West German space ex- 
perts said the satellite left a large 
radioactive trall through the upper 
atmosphere and this will begin to 
produce fallout on earth in a few 
weeks’ time. 

The Institute for Space Observa- 
tion at Bochum said in a press state- 
ment the fallout could affect any 
part of the earth's surface between 
the equator and the 52nd parallel 


Prof. Heinz Kaminski, head of the 
institute, said a cloud of nuclear fis- 
sion products was formed when the 
satellite's atomic reactor burnt up 
while re-entering the atmosphere. 
He said the cloud was 50 to 70 km. 
high and 300 to 400 km. long. 

The institute warned against 
attempts to minimize the effects of 
the crash. The scope of the reper- 
cussions could be better assessed if 
the Soviet Union said what type of 
reactor it was, it sald.

Cosmos 954 could have crashed anywhere

WASHINGTON. — With 4,546 man- 
made pieces of machinery and debris 
whizzing through space in every 
direction, it was probably inevitable 
that one would go astray and become 
what U.S. national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski on Tuesday 
called a little ‘space-age difficulty" 
— an unguided craft headed home to 

earth. 

It probably was just 85 inevitable 
that the problem waa first spotted in 
the U.S. by computer. 

That discovery was made in early 
December deep inside Cheyenne 
Mountain in the Colorado Rocky 
Mountains where the North

American Defence Command 
(Norad) maintains a computerized 
watch on every item floating in 
space. 

Cosmos 954, Norad's name for the 
errant Soviet satellite — one of 939 
working satellites now in 6 -- 
began losing speed and altitude 
faster than expected. The change 
triggered a warning in the Norad 
computer and the military alerted 
the Central Intelligence Agency and 
other intelligence agencies. 


Exactly when Norad learned 

* something was wrong is a claasified 
intelligence secret, military officials 
said, although a group of schoolboy 
ham radio operators in Europe who 
were tracking the Soviet satellite's 
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radio emissions apparently were in 
on the secret almost from the start. 

“It's been quite well known among 
ham radio operators for some time," 
Leonard David, head of the Forum 
for the Advancement of Students in 
Science and Technology, said on 
‘Tuesday. David said his Washington- 
based group got a telegram from the 
European ham operators about the 
satellite's problems last week — 
before the U.S. formally notified 
members of NATO, Japan, Australia 
and New Zealand. 

In military jargon, Cosmos 954 
was “‘de-orbiting’’ — spinning closer 
and closer to earth with a potentially 
lethal nuclear cargo. 

The problem, military officials 
said, was that despite the com- 
puter's ability to forecast a possible 
re-entry route for the satellite, no 
one could tell precisely where it 
would go. 

The officials compared the situa- 
tion to that of a stone hurled into a 


ἢ calm lake. Sometimes the stone 


skips across the water and 
sometimes it follows its original tra- 
jectory and goes straight down. 
“We knew where it wes going to 
land at 6:58 a.m. when it hit the at- 
mosphere,"' said .a Pentagon 
spokesman. “Before that it could 
have gone anywhere in the world."

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Somalis claim Cubans 
captured in Ogaden war 


MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP). — 
Somali-backed insurgents in eastern 
Ethiopia yesterday said they had 
captured Cuban soldiers earlier this 
week in fighting for the strategic 
Ethiopian city of Harar. 

The insurgents’ claim, broadcast 
on official Somali Radio, waa the 
first time Cubans were reported cap- 
tured in the six-month-old Ogaden 
war. 

The number of Cubans captured 
by guerrillas of the Western Somali 
| Liberation Front (WSLF) was not 
disclosed, and independent confir- 
mation of the claim was not im- 
mediately available. But it is ex- 
-pected that the WSLF may display 
the captured Cubana to diplomats 
and newsmen in the Somali capital 
soon. 

U.S. intelligence has detected 
about 2,000 Cubans in Ethiopia in the 
past two weeks, with some of them 
reparted to be in such places as 
Harar to take up combat roles. 
There are also an estimated 1,000 
Soviet military advisers said to be in 
Ethiopia. 

The Cubans reportedly brought 
two mechanized battalions to 
Ethiopia, and {t was assumed these 
troops would be used to spearhead 
an Ethiopian counter-attack against 
the Somalis. 

Cuban advisers were also reported 
to be manning sophisticated Soviet 
weaponry, such as lethal BM-21 


guns, which have been pouring into 
Ethiopia since November in a 
massive Russian air and sea supply 
effort. 

Tie artillery positions encircle 
Harar in the Ahmar Mountains, and 
it may have been in one of these 
areas that the Cubans. were taken 
prisoner, Foes μ᾽ τ ὁ 
_ Ethiopia has denied that Soviet or 
Cuban military personnel were in 
the country. 

Barar is Ethiopia's second-to-last 
major stronghold in the Ogaden, 
where Somali forces have been 
routing Ethiopian troops since mid- 
July. The Somali advance from the 
south bogged down about 40km. east 
of Harar in November due to heavy 
rains and stiff Ethiopian resistance. 

Rebel communiques said Harar 
came under renewed Somali attack 


on Sunday following an abortive 


Ethiopian counter-offensive on 
Somali positions near the city. 
Heavy artillery, tanks and several 
American-built F-5 jets and Soviet- 
made Migs were used by the 
Ethiopians during the attack, the 
communiques said. 

Somali forces repulsed the Ethio-

OTTAWA. — Children, journalists 
and politicians have one thing in 
common. They all hate to he ignored. 
To save them from this unhappy 
fate. Fortune gave strong lungs to 
children, and to politicians and 
politica! journalists (after centuries 
of deliberation|, she gave the gift of 
television. 

Canadian politicians have only 
just got around to unwrapping their 
gift. They allowed television 
cameras into the House last October. 
Since then the Commons has been 
the focus of unprecedented attention 
across the country. 

True. some attention would be 
there anyway because of the con- 
troversial subject under debate 
(illegal activities by the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police). But the 
degree of national involvement in 
this issue is because television 
Bliows the public to catch the flavour 
of the debate as never before. 

Switching on the daily hour-long 
question period has become a 
Nationa! pastime. Question period is 
when the opposition moves in to cor- 
ner the government with em- 
Darrassing questions; it is the mo- 
ment when ministers must account 
for their actions with only their wits, 
tie not the pomp of office, to protect 

em. 


It is also the time when workers in 
offices down tools and gather round 
the TV set to sigh, cheer and hold 
their breath as MPs lock in mortal 
combat. It is better than a soap 
opere. And it is Canadian.

Doubtiess the new popular serial 
will have its boring episodes. There 
will be days when nobody murders 
anybody else and nobody dies. But 
meanwhile (like the Uttle girl with 
curl) when it is good it is “very, very 
good."" 

Of course, it is more than just 
entertainment. It changes the nature 
of the House. It makes it more 
democratic. It puts an end to clubby 
complacency. MPs are no fonger 
Playing to a smali group of fellow- 
MPs, seasoned political journalists 
and a handful of visitors; they are 
Playing to the voters. That makes a 
difference. 

Members sit up more; look more 
alert; dress more carefully, There is 
a sudden craze for moving that small 
band of women MPs (three among 
the Liberals and two for the Tories) 
closer to their leader's chair. 

So far the opposition has gained 
more points on the screen than the 
government. This is partly a matter 
of character differences between the 
two main speakers in debates, 

Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
speaks convincingly when ad- 
dressing people on a subject dear to 
his heart (like national unity), but 
his House-style is languid and 
superior. 

He often relies on witty sarcasm to 
rout his foes. This {s not good televi- 
sion style for a politician because 
viewers may mistake a put-down for 
the opposition as a put-down on 
themselves. 

Leader of the opposition, Joe 
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Opposition leader Joseph Clark: 
quick-witted confidence. 


Clark, on the other hand, often shows 
raw angularity and a painful lack of 
co-ordination in a public ad hoc set- 
ting, but in the House he shows 
quick-wittedness and confidence. 

He thrives on the structured 
forms of the daily question period. 
His popularity ratings have been on 
the rise since the cameras moved 
into the Commons. 


Televising the House of Commons 
is done under the auspices of the 
speaker's office. The speaker wants 
television in the House to be a kind of 
electronic Hansard. He does not 
favour dramatics. But drama does 
inevitably come across on the 
screen. ἢ 

The Canadian venture is not new. 
Television and radio have been open- 
ing up the corridors of power across 
the world for decades. Its new con- 
tribution lies in that it will even- 
tually record ail the proceedings in 
the House, including committee 
meetings. 

The United Nations has had TV 
facilities from the start. In the U.5., 
special congressional subcom- 
maitteea may already be televised 
{Watergate and the McCarthy witch- 
hunt, for example), and TV cameras 
are due to move into the House of 
Representatives next year. Austria, 
Denmark, Holland, Norway, Sweden 
and Weat Germany all televise 
government proceedings. But Bri- 
tain is still dabbling with sound 
broadcasting only. 

Television brings the battle 
between the opposition and govern- 
ment into the nation’s sitting rooms. 
Canadians argued for 25 years 
before allowing it into their homes. 
Now they are asking why it took 
.them so long.

NO HALF-TONES ever soften the 
radical world of Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon. Summing up 
adult political life, the former 
secretary-general of the Histadrut 
has only one regret: that he was 
Prevented by circumstances — and 
Mapai — from pursuing more 
vigorously bis vision of a Socialist 
society in a Jewish State. 


For the young people who would | 


like to carry on his struggle he has 


only this advice: never compromise,- 


never allow tactics to side-track 
them from the real goal. 

Ben-Aharon has just published his 
political testament, couched tm his 
Still-fiery language, in an 80-page 
document he calls “Taking Farewell 
on Jubilee Eve."' It is the first part of 
ἃ collection of essays in "B’ein ha 
δα τα" {In the Eye of the Storm), 
published by Hakibbutz Hameuhad. 

Needless to say, Ben-Aharon 
himself has always lived according 
to his principles, whether ploughing 
his kibbutz fields, serving in the 
kitchen, or as a cabinet miniater. 
Early in life he decided there was no 
future for the Jews in the Diaspora. 
Palestine was the only obvious 
answer. But it must be a New 
Palestine, country of a re-born peo- 
ple where equality reigns supreme. 
Marxist Socialism was his guiding 
light. The self-complacent middle- 
class to which his parents belonged, 
and the religious establishment 
which permeated Jewish community 
life, he abhorred; while the 
Revisionists became his arch- 
enemies. (They still are). 

Braving his parents’ disapproval, 
he refused to go to the university. 
Instead, he learned a manual trade 
to fit himself for the new life in 
Palestine. He was then a member of 
the Hashomer Hatzair movement, 
fashionable among 
youth just after the First World War. 
As a delegate of this movement he 
attended his first Zionist convention 
— where his youthful enthusiasm 
met with a cold response. 

The close view he had of the fights 
between rival parties and rival 
politicians planted in him a deep dis- 
trust of the political game. 

He tried to enter Palestine as a 
tourist, was refused entry by the port 
authorities, continued to Beirut and 
crossed the border into Galilee 
riding on a donkey. He fel} on the 
way and his first encounter with the 
Promised Land was in a sick bed. 
Later he joined a group of pioneers 
who were draining the Kishon 
swamps. It was then that he led his 
first strike — against the Jewish 
National Fund. The grand old man 
Ussishkin came, admonished the 
strikers, raised their pay — and 
offered Ben-Aharon a mission 
abroad. The offer was turned down. 

Unecompromising zealot that he is, 
Ben-Aharon ascribes the downfall of 
the Labour hegemony in last May's 
general election to Mapai's 
lukewarm tactics. It was Mapai 
which watered down the socialist 


his 50 years of 


radical Zionist ἡ 


nature of the Labour movement, 
made a pact with the Religious and 
the Bourgeois, cowered before the 
natural union of the working class. 
‘The verdict of the voter does not im- 
press Ben-Aharon. The majority 
might not know what is right. His 
own demise from the Histadrut he 
ascribes to hostile politicians, not to 
popular feelings — but he does not 
supply any proof. ae 

en-Aliarori's unflinching devotion 
goes to the. late Yitzhak Tabenkin. 
Ben-Gurion he admires and deplores 
at the same time. At first, Ben- 
Gurion was, in Ben-Aharon's eyes, 
the giant who was pulling the nation 
towards becoming @ socialist Jewish 
society. But after he had won the 
ljeading role in the Zionist movement 
Ben-Gurion told a rally of Tel Aviv 
workers that he would be 
“everybody's representative,” not 
only the workers’ choice. This 
declaration caused a pang in Ben- 
Ahbaron's heart, he confesses. It was 
as if Ben-Gurion had reneged on his 
original faith. 

Early in his political life, Ben- 
Aharon switched from Hashomer 
Hatzair to Ahdut Ha'avoda. He does 
not elaborate why, but it seems that 
he was shocked by Hashomer Hat- 
zair's blind trust in the Progressive 
World heralded by the Soviet Union. 
Ben-Aharon's aspiration for a Marx- 
ist way of life:did not drive him to 
total, uncritical acceptance of the 
Soviet regime. He advocated 
neutrality. 

He argues that in 1948 the young 
State of Israel] could have main- 
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Yitzhak Ben-Aharon (Κ. Weiss) 


tained neutrality easily enough, but 
that the Ben-Gurion-led Mapai com- 
pelled it to side with the West in the 
Cold War. 


In perspective, Ben-Aharon's 
appears naive. An- 
drei Gromyko's speech in the UN, 
which Ben-Aharon hails as a turning 
point of history, had-no more 
significance for the Jewish people 
than the establishment of the 
Autonomous Jewish Republic in 
Birobidzhan. The warm reception 
given to the first Israeli envoy to 
Moscow came from Russian Jews, 
while Stalin's plan to liquidate the 
Jews was set in motion before Mrs. 
Meir set her foot in the USSR. 


By keeping a balance between 
Bast and West, Israel stood a better 
thance to avoid an imposed 
“solution,” Ben-Aharon also says. 
But the pressures the U.S. exercises 
on Israel are those urged by 
Moscow. However, zealots seldom 
accept history as a guiding light. Re-

TEL AVIV.'— The top five teams in 
the National League have home fix- 
tures this Saturday, and littie change 
in the order of things need be an- 
ticipated. 

Netanya Maccabi entertain 
neighbours Hadera Hapoel, who 
have dropped off badiy since their 
early season form. Although 
Netanya Maccabi have also not 
shown their best football for several 
weeks, Machness, Lavie. Garlani 
and Co. should pack enough punch 
up front to get their team the full 
points. 

Sccond-placed Yehud Hapoel face 
a tougher test with Jaffa Maccabi as 
visitors. Last season the Jaffa XI 
were undisputably one of the two 
best teams in the country. Only now 
are they showing similar form, hav- 
ing won their last three games im- 
pressively. Jaffa Maccabi, though 
only in 11th place. have scored 16 
goals, compared to Yehud's 14 goals.

THE event ‘of this concert was the 
appearance of Murray Perahia. 
Though one might regret Perahia’s 
choice, Beethoven's ist plano con- 
certo, one must be grateful for every 
moment this great artist granted us. 
The performance was creative and 
fascinatingly revealing. Perahia 
combines extraordinary musical 
sensitivity with a demanding, 
authoritative personality. He made 
us eagerly await each new phasc. 
The Largo wag a never-ending 
song, which did not ailew mere 
lovelincas to dominate. One always 
sensed an undertone of atrength and 
character, The third movement was 
highty porsanal in rhythmical and 
dynamical exposition, perhaps

slightly at the expense of atylistic 
authenticity. But one could not resist 
Mr. Perahia’s inventiveness, his im- 
peccable playing and the 
significance of his statements. His 
debut here fully justified his 
widespread fame. One would like to 
hear this wonderful artist in a solo 
recital. 

The concerto was preceded by a 
slightly noisy, but otherwise rather 
powerful performance of Natra‘s ex- 
cellent Toccata for Orchestra. Some 
details were lost, but on the whole 
Weller succeeded in giving a convin- 
cing and impressive account. The se- 
cond part of the concert presented 
three parts of Smetana's "Ma 
Viast."" Weller regrettably chose as 
one of the three the over-done 
“Vintava” ("‘Moldava'’); it did not 
materialize with much distinotion. 
Ὑπὸ two remaining pieces, "Sharka"’ 
and “From Bohemia's Woods and 
Meadows," recelved merely routine 
performances.

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Technion wind tunnel 


to aid in town planning

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — How the wind will blow at 
the projected sports stadium ‘at 
Shu’afat in Jertsalem and what 
should be done to make the arene 
climatically as pleasant as possible 
for sportsmen and spectators is the 
first research project of the 
Technion’s environmental wind 
tunnel. The first such wind tunnel! in 
this country, the installation was 
recently completed by civil 
engineering faculty. 

The tunnel simulates the flow of 
winds and their effect on buildings, 
towers, smoke stacks and entire 
cities. It will provide architects, 
town-planners and ecologists with 
accurate data on what to expect and 
how to guard against unpleasant sur- 
prises, according to Prof. Michzel 
Poreh, planner and head of the Wind 
Tunnel Laboratory. 

“The tunnel permits us to study 
with much greater precision than 
any other method how the winds dis- 
perse pollutants coming out of a 
smoke stack. Wind flows are erratic 
and complicated, and to measure 
them is very difficult and expen- 
sive,’ Prof. Poreb explained. In the 
tunnel we can study the effect of tall 
buildings on air flow in urban areas. 
In some cases they will divert winds 
from residentia] areas, with a direct 
loss to the quality cf the climate 


there; In other cases they may im- 
prove the climate by directing winds 
to areas suffering from insufficient 
ventilation, Prof. Poreh said. 

We have offered the city a project 
on how to improve the foul air in 
Rehov Herzl (where air purity“ is 
below the legal standard) by putting 
ἃ few additional storeys on some 
buildings — which would not cost the 
city anything. So far there has been 
τὸ reaction from city hall. 

Some industrial plants may save 
money by putting up higher smoke 
stacks, instead of operating expen- 
sive filtering equipment, the 


professor said. 
Wind tunnels are useful to 
engineers for wind for 


energy generation, to agricultural 
engineers on wind-breaking 
methods, crop dusting, the move- 
ment of sand dunes and for cloud 


Measurements on wind flow in the 
open are too expensive and take a 
long time. As the American ex- 
perience and that of the Electric 
Company here has shown, measur- 
ing wind effects outdoors is subject 
to a wide margin of error. Thus 
pollution at the Reading Power sta- 
tion in Tel Aviv can go up te twice the 
concentration calculated by the con- 
ventional methods, Prof. Poreh said. 
He warned the same could happen at 
the new power station at Hadera.

— “If Israelis believe 
that peace with Egypt will mean a 
flood of cheap labour, they should 
forget it and instead start working 
harder themselves’ Avraham 
“Buma" Shavit, president of the 
Manufacturers Association, told 
students of the H.U. faculty of 
agriculture here yesterday. 

Addressing a question and answer 
session, Shavit said that labour from 
the administered territories is not 
cheaper than Jewish labour, despite 
what people may think. ‘The main 
problem is that Israelis are not will- 
ing to do the work some of these 
workers do, including working se- 
cond shift.” 

Shavit stressed that if Israel wants 
to have a healthy society, it must 
reevaluate its work ethic. He 
demanded that the government put 
this at the head of national! priorities. 

He also charged that the present 
budget’s main fault was its lack of 
national priorities. He warned that 
unless the number of workers in the 
service branches was cut, the coun- 
try would continue to have an un- 
healthy economy.

Rothschild R&D awards 
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to chemist, physicist

A 54yearold industrial chemist’ 
and a nuclear physicist 10 years his 
junior were yesterday awarded the 
1977 Rothschild Prizes for In- 
novation/Export. 

The presentations were made by 
Lord Rothschild, a trustee of the Yad 
Hanadiv Foundation, at the 
President's Residence in Jerusalem. 

. Winners of the prizes — $5,000 each 
— were Professor Zvi Pelzh, diréc- 
tor of the Research and Develop- 
ment Authority at Ben-Gurion 
University and member of the 
Defence Ministry's Scientific Com- 
mittee, and Yehuda BensiGny. 
founder of Ormat Turbines Ltd. of 
Yavne. 


Pelah, who was brought to this 
country from Poland in 1925 at the 
age of one, received hig prize for 
developing chemical syntheses and 
sophisticated production systems for 
insecticides and herbicides. His 
research — which was mainly in the 
fields of carbamates (insecticides 
leaving no harmful deposits on 
foods} and organic phosphorous 
compounds — has been utilized by 
the Makhteshim and Agan chemical 
companies, helping them boost their 


export figures by tens of millions of 
dollars per year. 

Yehuda Bronitzky, born in Lwow, 
Poland, in 1934, was awarded the 
prize for perfecting ἃ novel energy 
coliverter operated by an organic 
fluid whose vapours drive a turbo- 
generator. The energy converters 
are now being produced at Ormat by 
Bronitzky. Last year, 1110m. worth 
of these converters were produced, 
and overseas sales reached $4m. 

Lord Rothschild, who presented 
the prizes to the two scientists, sald: 


’“While we have worked over the 


years to encourage learning and 
scientia in {ts widest sense, this is the 
first occasion on which — 85 an ex- 
periment for five years — we wish to 
encourage innovation ... It is vitally 


_ important for Israel that innovative 


success should be encouraged ... It 
creates wealth, and we need ‘that 


“ wealth to foster ail those poten- 


tialities in every branch of life in 
Israel." | 

President Ephraim Katzir noted 
that the Innovation/Export Prizes 
are the fifth major project of the 
foundation. The others are this coun- 
try’s Educational Television, the 
Open University, several vocational 
training centres and the Rothschild 
Prize for Basie Science. 


Two major investment 
firms considering merger 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 
The Israel Investors Corporation 
will explore the idea of a merger 
with the Israel Corporation, the 
chairman of Investors Corp., Sam 
Rothberg, told The Post last night. 

Commenting on reports that the 
two companies, which already own 
capital topping $100m. are con- 
sidering the merger, Rothberg said: 
“The idea has been brought to my 
attention; the concept sounds like a 
good one, and we shall explore it. I 
cannot say more than that.” 

Rothberg has just arrived in 
Jerusalem with a Bonds group. 

The Israel Corporation is headed 
by Baron Edmond de Rothschild. 
The merger of the two corporations 
could be a first step towards a new 
@rive for expansion. 

There is no significant tax advan- 
tage to IIC in umiting with the IC, 
even though the latter has special 
privileges owing to its size, informed 
sources say. 

But the two enterprises comple- 
ment each other to their mutual 
benefit. The IC has its funds invested 
mainly in long-term ventures, 
notably Zim shipping and the Haifa 
Refineries; whereas IC owns assets 
which are good income-producers 
right now.

PARENTS of high-school students need not be unduly alarmed. 
The mooted 60-70 per cent rise in tuition fees is not final, and in 
any case it will not go into effect until next September. They 
should also be understanding. Last year tuition was raised by 
only 25 per cent, which was less than warranted by the rate of in- 
flation. With the state of the economy being what it is, the 
difference will now have to be made up. 

Besides, parents must not forget that only one out of four 
among them actually pays the full high-school fee. The rest en- 
joy partial, suitably graduated reductions, if not total exemp- 
tion. 

This is the word from the of Education and Culture, 
and there is a great deal of truth in it. It is no less true, however, 
that if the current plan is carried out, tuition will rise in the next 
academic year to no less than 1.11,000. This is, to put it mildly, a 
whale of a sum for the average working family, which 
sometimes has more than one child in high-school. The amount 
may even exceed university charges next year. 

The purpose of this draconian measure is to effect a saving of 
some 1.70 million out of the overall IL200 million cut in the 
ministry's draft budget of IL® billion called for by Finance 
Minister Ehrlich. 

Mr. Ehrlich's argument is simple enough. There is general 
agreement that the budget must be pared down; and the most 
equitable way of doing this is by all ministries giving up roughly 
the same proportion of their share in the cake. Thus a furious 
debate over the right order of priority will also be avoided. 

But the establishment of an order of priority is what rational 
budget-making is largely about. A probe of the claims of educa- 
tion on the Treasury might yield the conclusion that they could 
well be satisfied with more modest funds. But it should not 
blithely be assumed that an across-the-board slash that similar- 
ly hurts education and, say, transportation, is just and 
reasonable. 

A choice must be made: both among and within departments. 
Within Education and Culture the choice is principally the 
responsibility of Minister Hammer. Unless he is deliberately 
seeking to enlist the backing of the parents of high schoolers — 
which ts an influential section of the community — in order to do 
battle with Mr. Ehrlich, it is hard to fathom Mr. Hammer's logic 
in going along with the extraordinarily steep hike in high-school 
tuition. 

Even a cursory examination of the ministry's budget reveals 
areas of considerable expenditure that deserve far less support 
than high-schools. There is a costly Information Centre, dispen- 
sing official propaganda at home, whose joss would not be felt 
by the public at large, and a vast and costly Curriculum Centre 
which could bear scrutiny. There are also subsidized cultural in- 
stitutions, on a level ranging from the mediocre to the abysmal, 
whose disappearance should be a boon to the country. 

Tradition, however, assures these outfits, funded by the 
ministry, complete safety from the financial axe. 

One day, no doubt, Israel will provide free secondary educa- 
tion to all youth able to benefit from it. For the moment this is 
economically impossible, and parents have to share in the 
burden. But an effort must be kept up — in part it is mandated 
by law — to make’ high-school progressively available to a 
larger, and socially more varied, body of entrants. 

The nation's future depends on this effort, not much less than 
onarmed might; as well as any prospect of ever eliminating the 
social gap. 


Bonds for peace 


ASSEMBLED in its annual conference opening in Jerusalem to- 
day. the ferael Bonds Organization is fecing # challenge unlike 
any in its history: getting ready for the posalbility of peace. 


For 26 years now, the bonds have served te provide Israel with 
the economic underpinnings of a polity able to repel assaults on 
its very existence. The success of the effort cannot, however, 
properly be measured by the $4 billion worth of bonds sold since 
1951, and poured into the country's infrastructure. 

More accurately, the measure of success is the very fact that 
the largest Arab nation has openly conceded the permanence of 
the Jewish State in the area. 

Peace, it is now clear, will at best take a long time to be es- 
tablished. Its very establishment may in fact have to be accom- 
panied by a vast new outlay on national defence. But when it 
comes, peace must not catch the people of Israel and the 
Diaspora unprepared. 

There will be vistas of tremendous promise opening up, ofnew 
enterprise and cooperation. The men and women behind Israel 
Bonds may be relied upon to prove themselves equal to the tasks 
of that new era.

PRESIDENT SADAT'S dramatic 
move in recalling the Egyptian 
delegation from the political talks in 
Jerusalem highlights 
. problems involved in reaching a 
settlement, but the extreme difficul- 


pute. It is difficult enough to settle a 
dispute between parties when both 
sides are agreed on what is the key 
issue that divides them. It is Infinite- 
ly more difficult-when the definition 
of the substance of the dispute is 
itself a matter of controversy. 

President Sadat has declared time 
and again that the crux of the Arab- 
Israeli conftict is the question of self- 
determination for the Palestinians in 
the West Bank and Gaza. His 
spokesmen, both in‘Cairo and in 
Jerusalem, kept echoing their 
master. 

The historical facta belie this con- 
tention. In 1947, when the General 
Assembly adopted the partition 
resolution, the Palestinians rejected 
the opportunity to establish an in- 
dependent Palestinian state for 
themselves in a substantial area of 


-Mandatory Palestine. During the 


years 1948-1967, the West Bank and 
Gaza were under exclusive Arab 
control, yet the dispute between 


‘Israel and its neighbours persisted. 


Nasser's threats of war in 1956 and 
1967 and his blockades of the Straits
